The thieves stole the car from in 
ftont of a downtown business build­ 
ing. 
A short time later passers in 
front of a Clark street jewelry store 
were startled by the crash of glass. 
Two nmn were beating in the show 
window with Tricks. 
They seized a 
tray of rings and leaped to the run 
ning board of an automobile. 
Duel W ith Policemen. 
Policeman Charles Hanson ran up. 
reaching for his revolver, but at that 
moment a woman with a large, fea­ 
thered hat gave a shriek and threw 
herself into his arms. 
Hanson could 
not draw his weapon, but two police­ 
men in plain clothes opened fire on 
tile thieves.

“Jump in, old man, and we’ll take 
you to the station house,” said one 
of the men to Sticken. 
Car Is Abandoned.

The chauffeur took a wrong turn 
iqto LaSalle avenue. 
Sticken turned 
to protest and received a stab with a 
knife over the left eye, a blow' on the 
back of the head, a shot in the leg 
and was hurled from the car. 
The thieves fired several more shots 
ar Sticken as he lay In the street 
He raised himself on one elbow and 
fired several times at the fleeiag car.

JEZREEL’S AT CHATHAM, IN ENG­ 
LAND, IS TR U LY CONSPICU­ 
OUS AS LANDMARK. 


GLORY OF MODERN FIGHTING SHIP 


Strike of Workers on the Northeast­ 
ern 
Railway 
Cost 
the 
Ship­ 
ping Interests Over Five 
Millions of Dollars. 


London, Jan. 4.—The famous Jez- 
reel’s temple at Chatham has been 
offered for sale. 
This building, which is a conspicu­ 
ous landmark, was begun in 1882 by a 
British soldier named 
White, 
who, 
after an attack of sunstroke in India, 
proclaimed himself the prophet of a 
tew religion and adopted the name 
»f “James Hershon Jezreel.” 
An article of the new' faitn was 
that none of his disciples should visit 
a barber, and the Jezreelites rapidly 
became known in the locality and be­ 
yond it. 
“Jezreel” gathered hundreds 
of followers and organized a little 
colony of farms and workshops, out 
of which he made a fortune. 
He be­ 
gan the construction of the temple 
with the object 
of 
accommodating 
r>,000 of the fa.thful out of the 144,000 
who were to fie saved when the end 
of the world came. 
He promised his followers that he 
would live fore\er, but he died before 
the tower was completed. 
It remains 
unfinished toduy, despite the fact that 
over $200,000 was spent on it. 
The 
building remained unoccupied 
until 
1000, when it was taken by an Amer­ 
ican named .Mills, who adopted the 
title of “ Prince Michael” and pro­ 
claimed 
himself 
the 
successor of 
“Jezreel.” 
A little over three years 
ago “ Prince Michael’s” followers were 
evicted, having failed to pay the rent 
to the owner, a contractor who had 
taken over the building on the death 
of “Jezreel.” 
Modern Fighting Ships. 
How’ fleeting is the glory of the 
modern fighting ship is illustrated in 
the case of the 
British 
battleship 
Dreadnought, the building of which 
as a result of the report of the British 
naval attaches who accompanied Ad­ 
miral Togo's fleet in the first naval 
battles in the Gulf of Pechili against 
the Pacific fleet of Russia, caused a 
revolution in battleship construction. 
This once proud vessel is now con­ 
sidered so far out of date that she is 
being removed from the First Battle 
Squadron an i assigned to the Fourth 
Battle Squadron, which is baled on 
Gibraltar. 
The Dreadnought has been 
in commission less than six years, 
and while no' considered obsolete is 
more completely outclassed 
by 
the 
latest ships ‘ban were the. pre-Dread- 
noughts distances by her when she 
was first built. 
Three 
weeks 
ago the battleship 
King George V was commissioned. 
She has a broadside of no less than 
14,000 pound*. 
This gives her a su­ 
periority of IOO per cent over the 
Dreadnought, which was only 28 per 
cent better than the last preDread- 


noughts. 
The new* armored cruisers 
even are 50 per cent more powerful 
than the Dreadnought. 
No British 
armored ship is 
reckoned 
effective 
today that has been launched over 
eighteen years. 
At the battle 
of 
Trafalgar 
the 
twenty-seven British ships averaged 
twenty-seven years from the date of 
launching. 
Toe Victory herself was 
I fifty years old. 


Strike Was Expensive 


I 
The strike of the workers on the 
Northeastern t ail way caused by the 
action of the company in reducing an 
engine driver after he had been con­ 
victed of drukenness, and which last- 
j ed less than a week, cost the North­ 
ern shipping trades over $5,020,000. 
The trouble came at a time w’hen 
there was an extraordinary rush ot 
trade before the holidays, w’hich was 
interrupted by an unusual and press- 
j ing demand tor coal by Russia and 
1 other European powers, 
who 
were 
I putting in stocks against the possi­ 
bility of war. 
It was not only the 
shipping trades that 
lost 
heavily, 
however, for the miners and men in 
collateral trades lost nearly a week s 
work, as the company could not ac­ 
cept freight, while the railway men 
themselves 
were 
mulcted 
in 
fines 
which it will take some weeks to pay. 
This has left a wound and many of 
the men, dissatisfied with the action 
of their committee in signing the 
company’s terms, wished a general 
strike ordered. 
Better counsel pre­ 
vailed, however, the men who had 
gone on strike against the advice of 
the union officials on this occasion 
listening to them. 
There is unrest 
among the men on most of the rail­ 
ways of the country. 
They complain 
that they are persecuted, 
that 
an> 
man found to he 
active 
in 
trade 
unionism is unfairly treated by the 
companies, and on the least excuse is 
either gotten rid of or reduced. 
Cause of Many Strikes. 
The companies deny this, hut the 
men believe it and many of the sec­ 
tional strikes, such as that en the 
Northeastern, are caused more by the 
general dissatisfaction than ay the 
special occurrence 
that • takes 
the 
men out. The men on the Nortneast- 
ern wrere not greatly concerned about 
the reduction of Driver 
Knox, 
but 
they had a general grievance against 
the company and took the fi^st op- 


portunity of vent it. 
It is the same 
with the coal miners. 
The men iii 
Wales, who made the bitterest fight 
in the last big strike, are now’ com­ 
plaining that the award made on the 
conclusion of the strike is not being 
fairly administered and threaten that 
unless their grievances are remedied 
they will declare * another 
general 
strike. 
It is likely that they would 
were it not for the fact that their 
funds 
w’ere 
depleted 
bv 
the 
last 
struggle.
